“Roy and Dean have come out to see me and Brendon has 
agreed to ride part of the journey. It’s brilliant.” 

He added: “I have many happy memories of playing against 
Albion. I used to love playing against them.” 

Wilson’s daughter Anna died from a rare form of cancer in 
1998, six days before her 32nd birthday. 

“ I aim to cycle 500 miles from London to Newcastle via every 
Premier League football club in the UK followed by a visit to 
Hampden Park, the national stadium in my Scottish home¬ 
land where I made my international debut,” said Bob. 

“ Throughout the challenge I plan to increase awareness of 
the needs of seriously ill 16 to 40 year olds and raise a signifi¬ 
cant amount of money to fund Willow’s work.

DECISION IS TAKEN BEHIND SHUT DOORS 

CLOSURE 
HITS THE 
DISABLED 


A RESPITE centre 
which parents say is vital 
for their disabled children 
is being closed down by 
Sandwell Council, leaving 
families in turmoil. 

The decision to shut Warstone 
House in West Bromwich was 
made at a meeting behind 
closed doors, despite wide¬ 
spread opposition. 

The decision has also put a ques¬ 
tion mark over the future of 30 
workers. 

A total of 14 people gathered outside 
the council house to protest against the 
plans to shut the centre which provides 
respite for the families of 72 severely 
disabled people. 

Rose Ratcliffe, aged 71, of Grove Vale

Avenue, Great Barr, uses Warstone 
House to provide care for her son Ian, 
48, who is blind, autistic and in a wheel¬ 
chair. 

She said: “I am devastated. I need to 
have a break from time to time, as does 
Ian. I don’t understand why they would 
close it when the staff are marvellous 
and it works so well.” 

Lifeline 

Fellow protester Frank Mason, of 
Cherry Tree Avenue in Great Barr, said 
the decision will remove a vital lifeline 
service. 

Mr Mason, 82 uses the facility for his 
daughter Janet, 54, who was deprived 
oxygen at birth and needs help to walk 
and eat, and only speaks just a few 
words. 

He said: “Last year my wife Brenda 
fell and broke her ankle on the same 
weekend I had a fall. 

“We needed Warstone House for 


seven-and-a-half weeks because 
neither of us could lift Janet to take 
care of her. I fear there will be no more 
emergency facilities now.” 

Bosses said the decision to close the 
home in Salters Lane was down to high- 
running costs, “old fashioned” facilities, 
and Government directives to give fam¬ 
ilies their own payments to organise 
respite care. 

It will close down later this year when 
alternative support plans are in place. 

Following last week’s meeting, Coun¬ 
cillor Linda Horton, council adult social 
care boss, confirmed that the centre 
would be shutting. 

“We will only close Warstone House 
once we are satisfied support plans, per¬ 
sonal budgets and alternative support 
are all in place,” she added. 

“Running costs at Warstone House 
are very high and it is difficult to justify 
continuing to spend money in this way.” 

Cllr Horton said the authority plans 
to redeploy staff wherever possible. 


Grandfather is attacked 
by three dogs in the street 


THREE Staffordshire bull 
terriers attacked a Tipton 
grandfather as he walked his 
own dog in the street, leaving 
him needing emergency 
surgery. 

The animals set upon 63-year-old

on Monday. 

He suffered wounds of up to four 
inches long to his legs and was being 
treated at Russells Hall Hospital in 
Dudley. 

Fled 

It is understood a man, who was 
walking the animals off the lead when 
the attack happened, fled the scene. 

The animals only let him go after a 
neighbour threatened them with a 
garden fork. 


Pete Evans, aged 69, also of Windsor 
Road, witnessed the attack at 8.45am. 

He said: “The dogs launched them¬ 
selves at him. They were mauling him 
for at least two or three minutes. 

“He was in a terrible state and shout¬ 
ing for help”. 

Police caught two of the animals in 
nearby Laburnham Road and the third 
in Elm Avenue. All three are currently 
being kept in a secure kennel.

Single sex wards costing £3m 


REFURBISHING hospi¬ 
tal wards so they comply 
with single sex laws has cost 
the trust that runs 
Sandwell Hospital a total of 
£3 million. 

A further £1.4m a year will be 
spent on the costs of staffing 
them. 

Sandwell and West Birming¬ 
ham Hospitals NHS Trust has 
had to refurbish six wards so 
men and women patients can 
be cared for separately. 

It has also had to recruit 40 


new workers to staff the wards 
- 37 nurses and three physio¬ 
therapists. 

Of the £3m spent, £450,000 
has gone on refurbishing a sur¬ 
gical day unit at Sandwell Hos¬ 
pital. 

Care 

About £2m has gone on refur¬ 
bishing a medical assistance 
unit at City Hospital in Birm¬ 
ingham. 

Another day care unit at City 
Hospital has had a £400,000 
upgrade and three other units 


at City Hospital have been 
refurbished at a cost of 
£135,000 in total. 

Richard Kirby, the trust’s 
chief operating officer, said: 
“The changes we have made to 
our wards and staffing have 
worked out very well and were 
worth doing. 

“Privacy and dignity are an 
extremely important part of 
patient care and same sex 
accommodation is a significant 
part of that.” 

In addition to the refurbish¬ 
ment of the six existing wards, 


the trust has had to open two 
new wards in order to comply 
with the single sex laws. 

Fines were introduced on 
April 1 for hospitals that fail to 
provide same-sex wards for 
patients. 

Although one ward at City 
Hospital in Birmingham 
remains a mixed ward, 
Sandwell and West Birming¬ 
ham Hospitals NHS has 
avoided a fine because of the 
age of the hospital. 

The trust is expecting to be 
fully compliant by the summer.

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Driver was 
drunk on 
vodka in 
car park 

A DRINK-driver who almost 
caused two crashes as she exited 
a McDonald’s car park was dis¬ 
covered with a near-empty bottle 
of vodka in her car, a court heard. 

Joanne Dewhurst was warned that 
she faces a jail sentence. 

Warley Magistrates Court heard 
that she was more than three times 
the legal alcohol limit when she was 
arrested. 

Customers at McDonald’s in Hale¬ 
sowen Street, Oldbury, had alerted 
officers after Dewhurst’s near misses 
as she left the car park of the fast-food 
restaurant. 

Police found a half-eaten McDon¬ 
ald’s meal and a three-quarters- 
empty bottle of vodka in her car when 
they caught up with the 41-year-old. 

Miss Maxine Jarrousse, prosecut¬ 
ing, said Kelly Jordan was leaving 
McDonald’s when a woman driving a 
blue Rover almost crashed into the 
back of her. Ms Jordan then wit¬ 
nessed the driver, who was alone, 
almost cause another crash as she 
pulled into Halesowen Street. 

“She was concerned because the 
driver was slumped behind the 
wheel,” said Miss Jarrousse. 

Ms Jordan passed the vehicle’s reg¬ 
istration number to police who traced 
it to Dewhurst’s home in Wolver¬ 
hampton Road, Oldbury. 

Slurred 

Miss Jarrousse said that when offi¬ 
cers approached the vehicle there was 
“an overwhelming smell of alcohol” 
from the driver. She was initially 
unresponsive to their requests for her 
to step out of the car. 

“Her speech was very slurred,” she 
added. 

Dewhurst failed to provide a breath 
test but a blood test revealed she had 
306 milligrammes of alcohol in 100 
millilitres of blood. The limit is 80. 

She admitted a charge of drink 
driving. 

Miss Jarrousse said Dewhurst had 
two previous convictions for drink 
driving. 

Mr Arvind Sharma, for Dewhurst, 
asked for a pre-sentence report. 

Magistrates chairman Tariq Begg 
said custody would be considered. 
Dewhurst was released on bail to re¬ 
appear for sentencing on May 16. 


Mileage payments 
are to be slashed 

PLANS to reduce mileage pay¬ 
ments for workers at Sandwell 
Council - in a bid to save £1 million - 
are going ahead, despite threats of a 
walkout by staff. 

The move means the amount staff 
who use their cars for work can claim 
will be cut from 65p to 45p per mile, 
despite the increasing price of fuel. 

Councillors approved the decision 
at a meeting of the council last week 
despite opposition from unions. 
Workers have claimed the move 
amounts to “effectively a wage cut” 
and threaten industrial action. 

The authority had hoped to reduce 
the amount claimed by staff using 
their cars for work, by reducing pay¬ 
ments from 65p per mile to 40p in a 
bid to save £1.1 million. But the Gov¬ 
ernment’s approved mileage pay¬ 
ments were recently increased to 45p 
per mile. 


Raiders on motorbikes 


ARMED men on scrambler bikes 
ripped tills from a counter during a 
raid in Wednesbury last week. 

The two thieves, armed with a 
hammer and a crowbar, arrived at the 
shop on the back of motorbikes driven 
by two other men. Luckily there were 
no shoppers in the Hobs Road Spar as 
the men, who were wearing crash 
helmets, leapt off the bikes and ran in, 
threatening the lone assistant. 

A till containing up to £200 was 


ripped out, as well as a second till, 
which was empty. The men climbed 
back onto the bikes, which sped off in 
the direction of Manor House Road. 

The raid, which was over in less 
than a minute, took place at 6.45pm 
on Tuesday April 19. 

One of the motorbikes was a dis¬ 
tinctive orange colour and the other 
was black.

Misery 
of bed 
sores is 
reduced 

THERE has been a 40 per cent 
reduction in avoidable bed sores in 
Sandwell and West Birmingham 
hospitals over the past year. 

The hospitals’ trust estimates this 
has saved them around £500,000. 

A report on nursing quality initia¬ 
tives undertaken during the past year 
by the trust has found that a range of 
improvements to services have brought 
real benefits to patients. They say the 
biggest improvement has been the 
reduction of pressure sores. 

The target for 2010/11 was a 10 per 
cent reduction but between April 2010, 
and February 2011, the NHS trust has 
achieved a 40 per cent reduction. 

Spokesman Nick Howells said: 
“Pressure sores are both painful and 
debilitating but also require a great 
deal of extra nursing care and addi¬ 
tional length of stay. 

“Another big area of improvement 
has been a reduction in the number of 
falls by 18per cent between April, 2010, 
and February 2011. An audit carried 
out in February revealed that nearly 94 
per cent of patients were now being 
assessed for falls risk, compared to 43 
per cent at the start of the year.” 


PARENTS and volunteers 
protested over the possibility of a 
private organisation taking over 
a Smethwick children’s centre. 

At Sandwell Council House Coun¬ 
cillor Bob Badham accepted a peti¬ 
tion from some 20 protesters and told 
them that the centre, run by the 
council, would not close. 

Due to Government funding cuts 


all Sure Start centres must be put out 
to tender which could see another 
organisation take it over. 

Aynols Reid, Chairman of Smeth¬ 
wick, Cape Hill and Windmill Area 
children’s centre, said: “There is a 
real local and community feel to the 
centre and we believe it will be lost if 
the centre tender is won by another 
organisation. It is used by so many 
families and parents in the commu¬ 


nity and it is a real valued resource.” 

Cllr Badham said Sandwell was 
not planning closures. 

“It’s good the local community feel 
so strongly but I can assure people 
the children’s centre will be pro¬ 
tected,” he said 

“We’re in a really good position to 
make something that’s already suc¬ 
cessful, even more successful.”

Charity 
box for 
ill baby 
is stolen 

TEENAGE burglars stole a 
charity box containing £100 
intended to help a severely ill 
baby when they ransacked a 
pub in Great Barr. 

Regulars at The Asbury Tavern 
had been raising money for 10- 
month-old Keira Fletcher, whose 
parents are trying to raise 
£26,500 for stem cell treatment 
for the infant in Germany. 

Devastated parents Wayne and 
Michelle Fletcher described the crime 
as “soul destroying”. 

The hooded thieves also escaped 
with a haul of alcohol when they 
broke into the Newton Road pub in 
the early hours. 

The break-in took place at around 
3.40am on April 11. 

Baby Keira was deprived of oxygen 
at birth and now suffers from severe 
dystonic cerebral palsy, epilepsy and 
poor vision and hearing. 

Mrs Fletcher, aged 37, said the 
family were now trying to get her to 
Germany for groundbreaking stem 
cell treatment that could improve her 
quality of life considerably. 

Medicine 

“It is the medicine of the future,” 
said Mrs Fletcher, a former retail 
supervisor from Old Oscott Lane, 
Great Barr. 

“They don’t do it in the UK but they 
do in Germany, China and the USA. 

“We are willing to go to the ends of 
the earth if there is a chance it will 
work but we are just a normal family 
and £26,500 is a lot of money. 

“I was absolutely devastated when 
I heard and just broke down. 

“It makes me feel physically sick 
but the police are now looking at the 
CCTV footage so hopefully the thieves 
will be brought to justice. 

“Another collection box for Keira 
was taken when our local cafe was 
broken into.” 

The thieves, who were pictured on 
CCTV, were three young men in their 
mid to late teens and all were wearing 
hooded tops.

Mr Gurdeep Garcha, pros¬ 
ecuting, said Lilley had also 
gone to the home of one of his 
partner’s friends, where she 


was staying, with a 
machete. He was convinced 
she was cheating on him. 

Mr Garcha said that the 
father-of-two went 

‘berserk”, shouting, scream¬ 
ing and issuing threats as he 
banged on windows and 
doors with the machete. 

Lilley admitted racially 
aggravated assault and pos¬ 
sessing an offensive weapon. 


Mr Tom Challinor, defend¬ 
ing, said that Lilley behaved 
completely out of character 
and was full of remorse. 

Mr Challinor said: “It was 
an inexcusable aberration 
after he had a lot to drink 
and had also taken an 
ecstasy tablet. 

“He is at a loss to explain 
what happened that night.”

house on Carters Green. 

He no longer runs the 
pub. At an appeals 
hearing at Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court, prose¬ 
cutor Mark Jackson told 
the court that Mr 
Hussain was a director of 
a company called Mil¬ 
lionaires Club Ltd, 
which once ran The 
Marksman. 

Defending, Sham 
Uddin told the appeals 
court: “This is a very 
young man who was 
inexperienced and didn’t 
know how to run a busi¬ 
ness like this. 

“Rather than address¬ 
ing what was going on, he 
buried his head in the 
sand.” 

Judge Michael Challi¬ 
nor reduced the fines to 
£14,000 but said Mr 
Hussain must pay £3,515 
costs.

MAJOR improvements to 
sports centres and a golf 
course in Sandwell are on the 
cards under a three-year 
development plan unveiled by 
Sandwell Leisure Trust, which 
runs sporting facilities in the 
borough for the council. 

It has outlined its goals up to 
2014 which are set to benefit thou¬ 
sands of users. 

Proposals include extending the 
gym at Haden Hill Leisure Centre, 
improving changing rooms at Langley 
Swimming Centre, remodelling 
Tipton Sports Academy and develop¬ 
ing Brandhall Golf Course in Oldbury. 

The plans are set out in a report of 
the trust’s operational plan for the 
next year and its business plan for the 
next three years. 

The plans will be considered by 
Sandwell Council’s cabinet member 
for youth, culture and leisure, Council¬ 
lor Ann Shackleton. 

Work being considered at Brandhall 
Golf Course includes installing a 


driving range and indoor simulators so 
that the facility in Heron Road can be 
used throughout the winter. 

There have previously been sugges¬ 
tions that it could be converted into a 
nine-hole course from its current 18 
holes to create more space. 

Tipton Sports Academy, in Wednes¬ 
bury Oak Road, could see the conver¬ 
sion of some of its tennis courts into 
five-a-side football pitches as the 
racket sport is not as popular in the 
winter months. 

Cost 

The cost of the proposed works and 
how much money is available to spend 
on the projects is not revealed in the 
report. 

Sandwell’s deputy leader Councillor 
Steve Eling said it would be good news 
for the thousands of people who use 
the borough’s leisure facilities. 

He said: “I always welcome improve¬ 
ments to facilities because they are 
needed by the people of the area and 
are well used, so there is a very clear 
public demand.” 

Sandwell councillors were meeting 
to discuss the plan this week. 


Council prepared 
to give away land 


PUBLIC parkland 
is set to be handed 
over to a private 
developer currently 
converting Grade II- 
listed Corngreaves 
Hall. 

Sandwell Council has 
already paid almost 
£lmillion towards reme¬ 
dial works to bring the 
hall back into use. 

The cash was paid out 
after the building fell 
into disrepair and was 
targeted by arsonists 
and vandals. 

Now plans to hand 
over 10,408 sq ft of land 
free of charge are 
expected to be backed at 
a council meeting this 
week. 

The former Rowley 
Regis District Council 
bought the hall 60 years 


ago. At the time, its 
grounds were used to 
build the Timbertree 
housing estate and 
Corngreaves Hall golf 
course. 

After being plundered 
by metal thieves who 
stripped copper wiring 
and set alight by arson¬ 
ists, the repair bill for 
the hall hit £3m. 

In 2009 six potential 
buyers bid for the prop¬ 
erty, with Corngreaves 
Hall Ltd taking on the 
freehold in August 2010. 

Converting 

It is now converting 
the hall, in Corngreaves 
Road, into nine apart¬ 
ments and plans to 
create six houses in the 
grounds. 

Sandwell Council 
agreed to pay £962,627 


towards the scheme, 
from a pot of cash ear¬ 
marked for the restora¬ 
tion of historic buildings. 

This was spent on 
bringing the building up 
to a reasonable standard 
after the authority 
realised that it would 
need to make a contribu¬ 
tion to encourage a 
private investor to take 
it on. 

Andrew Jones, 

Sandwell Council’s prin¬ 
cipal asset surveyor, said 
that by transferring the 
land to the new devel¬ 
oper, the council would 
no longer have to pay 
maintenance costs for it. 

Chris Liddell, of GR8 
Space, parent company 
to Corngreaves Hall Ltd, 
said work is progressing 
well.

Benefit cheat 
spared prison 
due to ill health 

A MAN who falsely claimed more than 
£25,000 in housing and council tax benefit was 
spared an immediate jail sentence due to his 
poor health. 

Between June 2003 and November 2009 Sohan 
Singh, aged 62, falsely claimed £25,645 on two 
Smethwick properties, one in Salisbury Road and 
the other in Queens Close. Sandwell Council officers 
discovered that both properties were owned by his 
wife. 

Mr Mark Jackson, prosecuting, told Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court: “He was interviewed under 
caution in November 2009. He said he did not under¬ 
stand the rules in the UK and told officers he 
thought the house was owned by his daughter-in- 
law.” 

Singh later pleaded guilty to four charges of fraud. 

Mr Jackson added: “Frankly they were using 
council taxpayers’ money to pay the mortgage and 
the fact that the house is in someone else’s name 
means we cannot get back a penny.” 

Curfew 

The court heard that Singh, now of Queens Close, 
had previous convictions including burglary, theft, 
indecent assault and assault causing actual bodily 
harm. 

Singh had health problems including serious 
heart disease and mobility problems, the court was 
told. 

Judge Michael Challinor told him: “Twelve 
months in prison is richly deserved but I can’t ignore 
the fact you are not a well man. I will suspend it for 
18 months.” 

He also imposed a three-month curfew order. 


Flats plan for 
town’s old pub 

A CENTURY old pub in Wednesbury could 
be turned into flats. 

The owner of the Cottage Inn, in Wednesbury has 
applied to turn the building over to residential use, 
possibly as social housing. 

Gurt Sandhu said the recession, high business 
rates and the large number of pubs in Wednesbury 
meant running the site as a public house was no 
longer viable. 

“Unfortunately there is too much competition and 
I have not been able to make the pub a success,” he 
said. 

Eyesore 

“It has been standing empty for a while now and 
we have had metal thieves. Vagrants have been 
trying to use the site to sleep in at night. The 
windows have been smashed and it is becoming 
something of an eyesore.” 

The pub has been closed for 18 months. 

Mr Sandhu, of Oldbury, said he did not know 
exactly how long the Cottage Inn had been a pub but 
he believes it is almost 100 years. 

He said: “The front of the building used to be for 
storing cattle for the market and the nursing home 
nearby was also used. It has been there a long time.” 

Sandwell Council’s planning committee is 
expected to consider the application next month. A 
consultation period on the scheme is now open.

Planners give green 
light to mosque plan

ANEW mosque and Islamic 
centre opposed by some resi¬ 
dents will be built in West 
Bromwich, replacing an 
existing place of worship 
around 100 yards away. 

Planners unanimously 

approved an application by the 
The Bangladeshi Muslim 
Welfare Association to relocate 
its existing site in Dartmouth 
Street further down the road to 
the vacant site of the old Hop and 
Barleycorn pub. 

The approval came despite objec¬ 
tions from dozens of residents who 
fear the new building will create 
traffic and parking problems. 

The new centre will feature a dis¬ 
tinctive dome and minaret and the 
building will be 37ft tall at its highest 
point. 

It will include a prayer hall with 
capacity for 192 mats, a lecture room, 
community hall and also have a sep¬ 
arate women’s prayer room. 

The committee spent less than 10 
minutes debating the scheme at a 
meeting at Sandwell Council House 
in Oldbury. 

Nearby residents had submitted a 


60-name petition against the plans 
voicing fears about parking, exces¬ 
sive noise and loss of light. 

People living near to the site have 
said they worry it will make their 
lives a misery because of parking 
problems. 

However, mosque bosses said the 
association was in urgent need of the 
new centre to accommodate 
members. 

Pleased 

They claimed parking would not be 
affected by the plans because most 
people using the mosque live in the 
area and would walk. 

Following last week’s approval, 
association chairman Sheikh 
Mohammed Amin said: “I feel really 
pleased about the decision. 

“We have been working extremely 
hard over the last few months with 
the council. 

“We have been struggling for some 
time now with our existing building 
and this is something that will be 
purpose-built.” 

Planning chairman Councillor 
Ann Jaron said: “Nobody has really 
got any major problems with it, it is 
not going to be a new place of 
worship, it is just going to replace an 
old one.” 


New home for school

new home in Sandwell. 

Whiteheath Educa¬ 
tion Centre has opened

Scare 

They have been placed by first floor 
windows to scare the pigeons away 
and stop them splattering pathways. 

A staff member suggested the idea 
after seeing plastic owls stuck on the 


outside of buildings to discourage 
pigeons. 

Frank Caldwell, museums service 
manager, said: “We’ve got some won¬ 
derful Victorian taxidermic specimens 
which we have pressed into service. 

“To date we’ve recruited a White 
Tailed Fish Eagle and a Peregrine 
Falcon which eagle-eyed visitors may 
be able to spot looking out from first 
floor windows. 

‘Tt’s very much a ‘try it and see’ at 
this stage but if it works we might 
experiment with other birds at our 
other sites.” 


Back to 
drawing 
board 

BOSSES wanting to pump 
£500,000 into a major expansion 
of an Oldbury function hall and 
create more than 50 jobs are 
going back to the drawing board 
with their plans. 

Samsons Banqueting Suite, 
Oldbury, caters for events including 
weddings and christenings. 

Chiefs hoped to capitalise with an 
extra floor at the Rood End Road hall 
and to expand the building to host 
more than one function at a time. 
Improvements would more than 
double capacity from 365 to 800 
people.

There is no point 
submitting the plans and getting 
rejected when we could improve them 
and put them in later.” 

Investing 

He said that he hoped to capitalise 
on corporate clients looking for con¬ 
ferencing facilities. 

The development on the site of the 
former canteen for the Samson Works 
industrial site would also include a 
tower above the entrance. 

Mr Dhillon, who has been in charge 
of the venue for the past six years, 
employs five members of staff full¬ 
time. He said that if the plans went 
ahead, dozens of jobs would be 
created.

£5m scheme 
to improve 
busy junction 


MULTI-MILLION pound 
improvements will be made to 
a busy Sandwell junction. 

The junction of the Bearwood Road 
and Lordswood Road on the Sandwell - 
Birmingham border will be tackled 
under a £5.17m scheme including 
improvements to Wolverhampton 
Road. The project will see the road 
widened, new bus stops and improved 
street lighting. 

Sandwell’s cabinet member for jobs 
and economy, Councillor Ian Jones, 
approved the scheme. 

The junction lies on the Hagley Road 
bus showcase scheme which aims to 
improve the corridor linking Birming¬ 
ham city centre to Quinton and Edg- 
baston. 

The overhaul of the junction is the 
last phase of a seven year, £13 million 
scheme to improve the Hagley Road. 

Plans also include filling in the 
subways outside Bearwood bus 
station. They will be replaced with a 
pedestrian crossing point. Work is 
expected to start later this year. 

Consultation on the latest phase of 


the scheme to cut traffic congestion 
and journey times began in December 
2009 where the majority of residents 
who responded to a questionnaire 
were in favour of the scheme. 

The work will be funded by £2.7m 
from the Department for Transport as 
well as more than £2m of council cash. 

Cllr Ian Jones, who backed the 
project, said: “It is something that will 
improve the area and the carbon foot¬ 
print into Birmingham and for those 
travelling across the border to places 
like Kings Heath. 

Punctuality 

“These improvements will make the 
journeys of people in Sandwell and the 
surrounding area a lot easier.” 

Transport bosses have also wel¬ 
comed the scheme saying it will mean 
improved journey times and better 
punctuality for buses. 

The project has already seen the 
installation of new shelters and real 
time information screens by Centro 
and the introduction of new, low floor 
buses by National Express.

Threat to 
hallmarks 

GOVERNMENT plans to scrap the hall¬ 
marking system for precious metals have 
been criticised by a West Midlands MER 

The Birmingham Assay Office has warned 
that the industry is under threat because of a 
coalition drive to cut regulations on the retail 
sector. 

UKIP MEP Mike Nattrass says the proposals 
will threaten the future reputation of British 
silver which is currently the “envy of Europe”. 

He said: “Much of European silver is self-reg¬ 
ulated, is of a lower quality than our own and 
does not have the world’s confidence, nor is it col¬ 
lected in the way British silver is sought after 
and treasured. 

“Scrapping the hallmarking system would 
have a massive impact on business large and 
small in the jewellery metalworking, bullion 
and antiques trades which are struggling to 
keep their heads above water. 

“At a stroke the Government would destroy 
not only a key aspect of our cultural heritage, 
but also a valuable income source for the UK, 
which it can ill afford to lose.” 

Hallmarking could face abolition under the 
quest to reduce red tape. Currently, all items 
sold as platinum, palladium, gold or silver in the 
UK must be hallmarked, regardless of where 
they are made. Extremely lightweight pieces 
are exempt.

Summer start 
for Smethwick 
transformation 


THE £42 million transforma¬ 
tion of Smethwick is poised to 
start this summer after over¬ 
coming the final hurdles to full 
planning permission. 

The Brindley Village II scheme 
will see 193 homes plus shops built 
on land bordered by Lewisham Road 
and Mafeking Road. 

A planning application was submitted 
to Sandwell Council in 2009, and granted 
the same year, but final approval had to 
wait for legal agreements to be com¬ 
pleted, paving the way for work to start.

Bank manager weeps in 
court as cleared of theft 


A BANK manager from 
Smethwick has been 
cleared of helping to steal 
£480,000 from a wealthy 
customer’s account. 

Parminder Bhachu wept as 
a jury acquitted her of con¬ 
spiracy to steal last week. 

The two-week trial at Birming¬ 
ham Crown Court had heard how 
42-year-old Bhachu admitted 
accessing Barbara Siembida’s 
account at Barclays Bank, 
Handsworth, where she worked. 
However, Bhachu said she had 
been threatened by co-defendant 
Satwinder Ghattaura. 

Ghattaura was convicted of the 
same charge by the jury and is 


facing a ‘lengthy’ jail term. The 
trial had been told how Bhachu, of 
Craddock Road, Smethwick, who 
prosecutors had called the “inside 
man” at the bank, changed Ms 
Siembida’s address temporarily. 

It also heard Bhachu had 
ordered a security device to be 
sent out, allowing Ghattaura to 
access to the cash. 

However, she told the jury: “He 
(Ghattaura) was threatening me. 
He told me something might 
happen to my kids.” 

Mastermind 

Ghattaura, 43, of Woodlands 
Road, Moseley, came into contact 
with Bhachu as a customer when 
he began asking her to help him 
steal money, the jury heard.

Lane, Hall Green, was also found 
guilty of conspiracy to steal. 

The trial had heard how she 
pretended to be Ms Siembida to 
authorise the transfer of funds at 
the Barclays in Soho Road. 

Judge David Tomlinson said of 
Patel: “This was a serious conspir¬ 
acy and her part in it was signifi¬ 
cant.” 

Of Ghattaura, Judge Tomlin¬ 
son said: “He is looking at a 
lengthy custodial sentence.” 

Puspaben Patel’s sister Niran- 
jnaben Patel, 39, of Manor Road, 
Streetly, who was accused of 
allowing her bank account to be 
used to transfer stolen money, 
was cleared. 

Ghattaura, who was remanded 
in custody, and Puspaben Patel, 
who was released on conditional 
bail, face sentencing next month.

Children living in poverty 

NEARLY 40,000 children are living in poverty in Sandwell 
and Walsall. The two boroughs are on a national list of areas 
where the problem is set to get even worse. 

More than 22,000 are living in deprivation in Sandwell and 
more than 17,000 in Walsall. The figures equate to 30 per 
cent in Sandwell and 29 per cent in Walsall. The national 
average is 20.9 per cent. There is a risk of child poverty “dete¬ 
riorating greatly in the years ahead” due to unemployment 
and an over-dependence on benefits and public sector jobs, 
says the Campaign to End Child Poverty, which produced the 
list. Other areas on the list are North East Lincolnshire, Mid¬ 
dlesbrough, Hartlepool and Hull. All are areas where the 
growth in unemployment benefit claims rose by at least twice 
the national average between 2008 and 2010. 

Sandwell cabinet member for children and families, Coun¬ 
cillor Bob Badham, said: “It is very important that we recog¬ 
nise that we have got people struggling. We are trying very 
hard to put measures in place to try and help as much as we 
can.”

Last Post 
lormandy 
lings veteran 

THE Last Post rang out in the 
Black Country as a Normandy 
veteran was laid to rest. 

Members of the Royal British Legion 
gathered at Sandwell Valley Cremato¬ 
rium last week to pay their respects to 
George Mills. 

Mr Mills, aged 88, was born in Wales 
and grew up in Bath but moved, first to 
Cannock and then to Spring Road, Tipton, 
with wife Glenis. 

Glenis died in the 1980s and Mr Mills 
eventually moved into the Lyndon Hill 
Nursing Home, West Bromwich, where he 
lived until he died on March 9. As he had 
no children, staff at the care home worked 
with the Royal British Legion and 
National Federation of Standard Bearers 
to give Mr Mills a good send-off. 

Home administrator Lorraine West- 
wood said the veteran was a “lovely man”. 

She said: “He was a keen on tea dances 
but couldn’t do it so much as he got older 
but he still liked the music. He was quiet 
but he seemed proud of his medals and 
had a lot of photographs and memorabilia 
in his room. 

“It is a shame we’ve not been able to find 
more of his family but we believe this was 
a fitting send-off for him.” 

Mr Mills’ coffin, which was draped in the 
Union Flag, entered the crematorium to 
the sound of Vera Lynn’s “White Cliffs of 
Dover” and mourners filed out to the 
sound of another wartime classic “We’ll 
Meet Again”. 

Dove 

“A white dove was released following 
the ceremony. 

It is believed Mr Mills, who was born on 
March 7, 1923, drove tanks in the Second 
World War and took part in the Normandy 
landings in 1944, aged 21. 

Some distant relatives from his wife’s 
family attended last week’s service, where 
Tipton Royal British Legion members and 
standard bearers formed a guard of 
honour at the Newton Road crematorium. 

Legion member Bernard Langley said: 
“Getting the Normandy Standard here for 
Mr Mills was the least we could do for him. 

“We have had similar cases in the past 
where veterans have died with little or no 
family. 

“Mr Mills deserves our respect for what 
he did during the Second World War.”

Children 

“I have been talking to a young 
couple who run these nurseries for 
parents to take their children during 
the day, and they have made inquiries. 

“There are two or three options 
including a bed and breakfast, but the 
most likely option is a nursery.“ 

The application says the day 
nursery would cater for children aged 
up to five and the after-school club 
would be for youngsters aged five to 11. 


Award for pioneer 
of healthy eating 

SANDWELL Council’s top catering manager 
has been presented with a lifetime achieve¬ 
ment award for her commitment to ensuring 
that children are given fresh and healthy 
school meals. 

Carole Moseley received the award from the Local 
Authority Caterers’ Association West Midlands 
region. Carole, 68, who is leaving as the principal 
catering manager for fresh school meals, was given 
a cut glass vase for her work over the years. 

She started her career in both catering and local 
government at the age of 16 when she joined Not¬ 
tinghamshire Council. In 1967 she joined the former 
Warley Council as an assistant school meals organ¬ 
iser when there were 34 school kitchens in the local 
authority contract, and 74 by 1974. 

In 1998, she fought, and won, the battle to ban fat 
fryers from school kitchens, bucking the local and 
national trend of convenience and deep fried foods. 

When the meals service was outsourced for 15 
years, Carole was dogged in her role as client officer 
and remained a committed ambassador to the 
healthy eating cause in Sandwell, a pioneer of 
healthy eating, long before Jamie Oliver arrived on 
the scene. She insisted that crisps and carbonated 
drinks were not sold in Sandwell schools. 

Carole successfully brought Sandwell’s school 
meal service back under local authority control in 
2005 when she and five colleagues created Fresh, the 
‘in house’ catering team.

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Minimum age limit of 
60 for ‘grey’ estate 


A MINIMUM age limit of 60 is to 
be introduced on a Tipton housing 
estate following a three-year pilot 
project. 

Pensioners officially took over man¬ 
agement of The Boscobel, Sandwell, 
last year. 

The age limit for residents could be 
lowered to 55 in the future if properties on 


Sandwell’s first “grey estate” become diffi¬ 
cult to rent. 

The estate is made up of homes managed 
and run by pensioners, independently of 
the council. The pilot scheme was intro¬ 
duced in 2007. 

Sandwell Council’s cabinet member for 
housing is now set to officially back the 
scheme - restricting the estate to the over 
60s, although a condition is expected to be 
imposed, allowing the age limit to be

Strict 

Once notorious for anti-social behav¬ 
iour and drug use, the Boscobel Estate 
was turned around after strict rules on 
age limit were introduced. 

The pensioners officially took over the 
estate last year, after 93 per cent of resi¬ 
dents voted to take over from local author¬ 
ity rule. 

Streets on the estate include Boscobel 
Avenue, Brewery Street and part of Park 
Lane East. 

From the length of the grass to the 
colour of paint, over-60s now have the 
final say on work done, and manage their 
own budget. The Boscobel Tenant Man¬ 
agement Organisation’s £250,000 estate 
office opened last month. 


New platforms 
for fire service 

HYDRAULIC platforms to tackle 
blazes are coming to the West Midlands at 
a cost of £1.25 million. 

They were due to be purchased over the 
next two years but the purchase has been 
brought forward to replace platforms 
which are getting too old. The fire service 
currently uses a fleet of four such plat¬ 
forms and one reserve, which go out to a 
combined total of around 220 fires a year. 

The four platforms will be based in 
Coventry Birmingham, Oldbury and 
Walsall. 


Fakes worth millions 
are seized in swoops 

MILLIONS of pounds worth of 
fake DVDs, cigarettes, alcohol, 
and toys have been seized during 
trading standards swoops in 
Sandwell in the last year. 

Fake iPhones, designer label clothes 
and alloy wheels were found amongst 
goods were worth about £2.5million in 
lost money to the industries involved — 
more than twice last year’s £1 million 
haul. The latest haul saw 75,000 ciga¬ 
rettes, 25kg of tobacco, 652 litres of wine 
and 111 bottles of vodka seized. 

Officers also confiscated 6,500 games, 

3,000 DVDs, 300 toys, 600 fake designer 
dresses and 40 modified Xbox consoles. 

The growth of the internet has posed a 
greater challenge for officers as crooked 
traders try to remain “invisible” to the 
authorities. However, forensic analysis 
of seized computers and more sophisti¬ 
cated surveillance has helped the clamp- 
down on dodgy traders. 

The borough’s deputy trading stan¬ 
dards manager Bob Charnley said: “It is 
a constantly evolving battle of wits as 
rogues adapt themselves. 

Forensic 

“We have got to be more and more 
aware of different technologies because 
criminals are getting smarter and using 
the internet to stay invisible. But 
through forensic anaylsis of computers, 
bank accounts and trading activities we 
are getting them, because of the exten¬ 
sive evidence gathering work we do.” 

Intelligence for officers comes from 
test purchases, tip-offs from sharp-eyed 
members of the public and hours, weeks, 
sometimes months, of research. 

The aim for Trading Standards officers 
is to know everything about dodgy 
traders’ ill-gotten gains, to be able to 
understand the full extent of their crimi¬ 
nal activity and prosecute, as well as 
seize fake goods. 

Mr Charnley added: ‘We have to know 
everything they’ve been doing. 

“Some of these more prolific offenders 
are making tons of money before they’re 
caught and that’s why we have to make 
sure we prosecute them and get all of 
that back for the honest worker.” Trading Standards’ Bob Charnley with seized goods

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New city car ticks all the boxes 


I N THE PAST, if you wanted 
an affordable runabout you 
had to compromise; refine¬ 
ment, cabin quality, perform¬ 
ance and equipment levels 
were never great. 

Recently things have started to 
change for the better. Factor in 
buyers downsizing and it’s good to 
see manufacturers upping their 
game. 

Some have responded more quickly 
than others, with Korean firm Kia sur¬ 
prising industry observers with its new 
Picanto. 

The outgoing car has been a huge 
success, but it remains a genuine budget 
car - there’s a big step from this to Kia’s 
family hatch C’eed, for instance. 

Not anymore, as the company has deliv¬ 
ered a new Picanto boasting greater levels 
of refinement, a more dynamic on-road per¬ 
formance, improved cabin and boot space, 
family car levels of safety kit and economy, 
and emissions low enough to rival anything 
with a Bluemotion badge. 

Essentially this latest generation Picanto 
is a mature and sophisticated interpretation

of the classic city car. It’s still small enough 
to drive around town and slot into those 
impossibly small parking spaces, but now it 
has the ride and handling qualities of some¬ 
thing much bigger. 

The same is true of the car’s cabin, which 
is now more accommodating - thanks to a 
fractionally longer wheelbase - and fur¬ 
nished with noticeably higher grade materi¬ 
als. It’s also a more stylish environment, 
which does much to distance the Picanto 
from the unadventurous stereotype of 
Korean cars of old. 

Confidence 

Style-wise this Picanto could never be 
described as unadventurous. Clearly influ¬ 
enced by Kia’s Spoilage SUV, the Picanto’s 
bold looks demonstrate the new- found 
confidence of the firm’s design team. 

There will be no mistaking this car’s fuss- 
free sheetmetal and bold nose treatment for 
anything else in the supermarket car park. 
Getting younger buyers into the Picanto is 
priority right now, and Kia executives make 
no excuses for the car’s striking appear¬ 
ance. 

At the Picanto’s core is a duo of small 
capacity petrol engines and impressive 
headline economy and emissions figures. 



UK buyers will get a choice of 1.0-litre and 
1.2-litre units with a five-speed manual 
gearbox and the option of a four-speed auto. 

In standard trim the three-cylinder 1.0 
motor emits just 99g/km C02, with the 
bigger engine emitting 105g/km. Power 
output is 69 and 85 horsepower respec¬ 
tively, while economy for the 1.0-litre lump is 
67.2mpg and 62.7mpg for the 1.2. 

The inclusion of stop-start technology 
knocks four points off the three-pot engine’s 
rating, and although impressive don’t 
expect to see the technology on all the cars. 

The Picanto already breaks the magic 
10Og/km figure, and the cost of the stop- 
start kit could be used to offer a different 
alloy wheel choice or other similarly priced 
creature comforts. 

In practice the 1.0-litre Picanto will sur¬ 
prise many with its ability to keep pace with 
traffic, hold its own at motorway speeds and 
tackle corners with the maturity of some¬ 
thing produced closer to home. 

Kia’s little city car is now all grown up, and 
its overall performance is easily a match for 
anything in the same class from Europe. 

What’s most impressive is that three- 
cylinder motor. A willing performer that 
never becomes raucous even when 
pushed hard, its flexible nature ensures 
smooth progress at urban speeds and 
there’s always enough in reserve for the 
occasional traffic light grand prix and out- 


of-town adventure. The 1.2-litre car offers a 
little more power and might be suited to 
anyone who regularly ventures outside the 
city limits. In practice the performance gain 
is a small one and, besides, the plucky 
three-cylinder motor sounds nicer. 

For many the ownership experience will 
be just as important, and with Kia offering 
three trim levels it’s unlikely that you’ll be 
short of choice. 

Aside from the usual sus¬ 
pects - power steering, 
remote locking, anti-lock 
brakes - depending 
on the trim level, 
you can expect 
to see the 
likes of 


electric windows and mirrors, air-con, alloy 
wheels and an audio unit including MP3 
player connectivity. 

Kia’s now famous, and generous, war¬ 
ranty is another plus that shouldn’t be for¬ 
gotten, and there’s the Picanto’s seven - 
yes, seven - airbags. For a small car Kia’s 
Picanto makes a big impression.

THE script was written - Villa claim 
an emphatic victory over Stoke which is 
the ‘perfect tonic’ for manager Gerard 
Houllier in his hospital bed. 

Unfortunately, football matches rarely follow the 
script and in this instance the performance of the 
majority of actors was more akin to a low-budget ‘B’ 
movie than an Oscar-winning blockbuster. 

Stoke aren’t the kind of team which deals in sen¬ 
timentality. Any idea of them rolling over to give 
Houllier a welcome boost was quickly dispelled by 
a typically aggressive approach which stifled 
Villa’s more creative talents. 

Potters manager Tony Pulis clearly isn’t a fan of 
a Walt Disney-style happy endings. Before he was 
taken into hospital with chest pains the Villa boss 
spoke about the unfair criticism that he felt had 
gone Stoke’s way over their style of football. 

“I was surprised because people say they play 
ugly football but I don’t think they do,” said Houl¬ 
lier. “Stoke have a solid defence and they can play. 
I was surprised because I thought it would just be 
long balls. They played entertaining football 
against Bolton in the FA Cup semi-final and I 
thought it was good football because there was 
variety to it.” 

Houllier would no doubt have been listening to 
radio coverage of the game from the Queen Eliza¬ 
beth Hospital in Birmingham, under the watchful 
eye of the medical staff, so he might have got a feel 
for this game. When Gary McAllister dropped off 
the DVD for Houllier to watch he may well have 
changed his opinion on Stoke. 

Indeed, if the Frenchman caught Match of the 
Day he may just as well have watched an episode 
of ‘Land of the Giants’ because for most of the time 
Stoke pumped the ball into the box in search of 
their six-foot-plus players.

A major talking point immediately before the 
game came from Stoke with Pulis claiming that 
unwanted extra John Carew had had his contract 
cancelled by Villa and was in the squad to face his 
former club. Perhaps he was playing some kind of 
mind game — or trying to pull the wool over the eyes 
of the press with a bizarre joke - but Villa clarified 
on the morning of the game that the Norway inter¬ 
national was, in fact, on loan at Potters and was not 
eligible to play at Villa Park. 

Meanwhile, things were a lot more straightfor¬ 
ward for McAllister who stuck with the same start¬ 
ing line-up that Houllier selected for the 2-1 win at 
West Ham. As in that game, Villa made a sluggish 
start to the match and goalkeeper Brad Friedel 
made two impressive saves early on as Stoke put 
the Villa goal under pressure. 

Volley 

A Rory Delap throw-in was cleared by the head of 
Richard Dunne and the ball dropped to Robert 
Huth on the edge of the box who controlled before 
striking a sweet volley which Friedel pushed over 
the bar. From the resulting corner Matthew Ether- 
ington picked out Kenwyne Jones who leapt 
highest and headed towards goal but Friedel 
clawed the ball away. 

Villa generally dealt well with the aerial bom¬ 
bardment as Stoke forced six corners in succession 
but inevitably it was from a Delap throw that the 
visitors took the lead. The Potters midfielder 
arrowed a trademark missile into the area and 
Collins failed to mark Jones who towered above 
Dunne and powerfully headed into the net. 


Villa finally came to life in the 37th minute when 
an attacking thrust by Stiliyan Petrov culminated 
in a clever through-ball for Darren Bent who 
knocked it into the path of Emile Heskey but he 
dragged his shot wide. 

The ‘Get well soon Gerard’ flag in the Holte End 
would have been of little consolation to the Villa 
boss had his side not been able to get something out 
of the game. But fortunately his Hollywood A-lister 
came good and Bent was able to pull Villa level just 
before the break when Kyle Walker found space on 
the right and curled the ball to the England striker. 

Bent was the only man in the penalty area but 
evaded the attentions of three Stoke defenders and 
directed a bullet header past Asmir Begovic. 

The second half was less open than the first as 
the match developed into a war of attrition. 

Villa were perhaps guilty of overcomplicating 
some of their play as Dunne and Downing should 
have shot when presented with chances on the edge 
of the box rather than trying to find Bent. 

At the other end Ricardo Fuller had the ball in 
the net in the 80th minute when he latched on to a 
flick from Jones but Villa had already sprung the 
offside trap and the assistant referee flagged 
accordingly. 

Villa continued to look the most likely team to 
score as Stoke resorted to time-wasting tactics but 
Ashley Young’s delivery from dead-ball situations 
was poor. 

The game fizzled out in the latter stages with the 
teams seemingly deciding a point was acceptable to 
both parties. 

After the season Villa have had there is some¬ 
thing reassuring about a run-of-the-mill draw at 
home to mediocre opposition. Let’s hope there are 
no more twists in the final four matches otherwise 
the script writers might consider encapsulating 
this season on the silver screen.

And it would leave Baggies fans believ¬ 
ing Roy Hodgson can walk on water. 

The level of confidence in the camp 
ahead of Saturday’s derby speaks volumes 
for the impact of a boss who is simultane¬ 
ously restoring his own dented reputation 
and getting Albion dreaming of staring 
down on the rest of the West Midlands for 
the first time in a quarter of a century. 

The point in north London was a huge 
step on the road to survival that would 
take its most glorious turn yet with 
another victory this weekend. 

And success against Harry Redknapp’s 
Champions League heroes must have the 
Baggies believing they can at last defeat 
the men in claret and blue for the first 
time since Carl Valentine’s strike last 
gave them bragging rights in April 1985. 

Back then Johnny Giles’ men still ended 
the season a point behind Graham 
Turner’s Villa. 

Hope 

But this time around, victory would 
give them genuine hope of ending an 
astonishingly unpredictable season as 
their region’s highest-placed club. 

With another year of Premier League 
action all but secured, the prospect of 
West Midlands supremacy gives them 
another target of genuine significance to 
aim for. 

And after adding Spurs to the list of 
Hodgson’s victims since taking charge, 
the Baggies have nothing to fear as they 
embark on a derby fortnight that begins 
against a Villa side still stuttering despite 
a recent upturn in results. 

In truth, Redknapp’s men rarely looked 
in serious danger of joining Liverpool and 
Arsenal on the list of Premier League 
giants to be defeated by Albion in their 
most enjoyable Premier League campaign 
to date. 

But neither could Spurs deny the visi¬ 
tors’ claims that they deserved the point 
they secured when Simon Cox’s wonderful 
looping shot eluded Heurelho Gomes and 


nestled in the top corner of the Brazilian’s 
net with nine minutes remaining. 

The likable Baggies substitute made his 
mark just four minutes after Hodgson 
sent him on from the bench and into the 
fray in an effort to rescue a draw. 

And, while the introduction of the 
former Swindon man was more ‘last throw 
of the dice’ than ‘tactical masterstroke’, it 
still worked out to be the latest act of a 
gaffer enjoying a Midas touch. 

The previous 80 minutes had been a 
reminder of the basis of Hodgson’s 
Hawthorns turnaround as the electric 
form of Peter Odemwingie combined once 
again with the boss’s brand of organisa¬ 
tion and discipline to keep the Baggies in 
touch with a super-talented Tottenham. 

Odemwingie’s fifth-minute goal was 
that of a man on top of his form as he made 
the most of Benoit Assou-Ekotto’s ham¬ 
string pull to latch onto Carlos Vela’s 
crossfield ball and bend a shot into the 
bottom corner. 

And what followed was a blend of 
resilience, discipline and no little adven¬ 
ture that kept the visitors on Spurs’ coat¬ 
tails despite a couple of setbacks courtesy 
of the home side’s front two. 

Roman Pavlyuchenko put his side on 
level terms midway through the first half 
when a challenge from Chris Brunt saw 
the ball break kindly for the Russian, 
whose slightly scuffed effort travelled 
through a crowd of legs and beat a helpless 
Scott Carson. 

The home side ratcheted up the pres¬ 
sure as half-time approached and, for 
spells, laid siege to Carson’s goal as the 
Baggies’ composure in possession failed 
them. 

And yet, whereas previous Albion sides 
might have caved in, a series of tackles 
and blocks saw Hodgson’s men hold firm 
throughout a period that would prove 
crucial later. 

Jermain Defoe struck with 23 minutes 
left but, thanks to their earlier efforts, 
Albion were still just one adrift. 

And, despite a wonderful save from 
Gomes denying Odemwingie near the end, 
the Baggies cashed in on their earlier bel¬ 
ligerence when Cox side-stepped William 
Gallas and bent a fabulous shot past 
Gomes.
